N. C. King sbury, vice-president of 
the American Teleg raph and Telephone 
com pany, declared Burleson’s order of 
late yesterday "wiped out the operat­ 
ing board only and allowed the com ­ 
panies to take charg e of actual opera­ 
tions.” 
But the lxjtitmaster general, he said, 
‘'.still holds control over 
the 
wires 
with the Wire Control Board, of which 
he is chairm an.” 
“ The <1 his order was sim ply a piece 
of flim-flam,” said 
Senator 
Kellogg, 
chairman, of the comm ittee. ‘‘It doesn't 
amount to anything .”

Daniel Boone’s rifle, a genuine old- 
fashioned flint lock, carried iby Boone 
on many a perilous trip in the darkj 
and bloody hunting ground of K e n-! 
tucky and on his famous Indian hunt-! 
ing expeditions, was recently brought > 
into a hardw are store in a small town j 
in southw estern Wisconsin for much 
needed rep airs. 
It is now the p rop ­ 
erty of a Mr. Rafter, formerly of Mis­ 
sissippi, who recently traded his 2200- 
acre p lantation for W isconsin p rop er­ 
ty and has moved his effects north. 
The rifle was given him by a doctor, 
to w hom it had been given by an aged 
herm it living in the mountains of T en­ 
nessee. 
T h e rifle is a formidaible affair, 
a 
real "long rifle,” one of the ty p e th at 
gave the nicknam e of the “long rifles” 
to our w estern frontiersmen.
